"The Commonwealth is the on 
ly organization on which we can 
rely witb complete, confidence," 
Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal, and 
Vice-chancellor of McGill, said this 
afternopn. Dr. James was . adres- 
sing the Empire Club of Toronto 
at the Royal York Hotel in Tbron- 
to.

' this blunt question? Canada's ans- 
wer is of outstanding importance, 
not only to ourselves but to every 
other part of the British Common- 
wealth and, -I think, to the rest of 
the world. Canada is the oldest 
elf-governing Dominion. If we can 
preserve the Commonwealth, if we 
can, as a Commonwealth, work in 
association with the' United States 
and other powers that share our 
ideals, if we can make this asso- 
ciation function as a group of 
friends, and refrain from carping, 
back-biting criticism of one another 
Which destroys spontaneous affec- 
tion, then I would say that so 
greater task could exist for the 
protection and development of the 
ideals that are our heritage, and 
that'no* force' on' earth'can threaten 



to answer the charges. McCarthy 
stated that Eisenhower is a menace 
because "he has the President's 
car". He also charged that Dr. 
Eisenhower, as a member of the 
Agriculture Department which was 
staffed by an extreme radical left- 
wing group, was "as left as any one 
of them; ho has been as left as 
any of them since then." 

Referring to United States Pre- 
sident Eisenhower, McCarthy felt 
that "if left alone he might do a 
fairly good job. I think the motley 
crowd around him — the so-called 
palace guard — are doing this 
nation a great deal of damage;" 

"I don't think we should let 
the Milton Eisenhowers, the Paul 
Hoffmans and the Harold Stassens 
décidé where and when American 
boys will be used to fight — that's 
the duty of Congress," stated Mc- 
Carthy in reference to the Pre- 
sident's request for advance per- 
mission to use American troops 
in the Middle East if necessary to 
stop any Communist aggression. 

Dr. Eisenhower will be. installed 
as Johns Hopkins president at the 
University's annual Commemora- 
tion Day Convocation. This year 
will mark the 81st anniversary of 
the founding of Johns Hopkins in 
1878.

with this fact This had led to 
the formation of innumerable 
clubs and societies formed to sa- 
ve humanity from the ways of 
error and the pitfalls of Ignor- 
ance. They are used mainly in 
an attempt to beat society over 
the head. If one looks at the 
great number of these groups 
one must conclude that there are 
a million versions of the truth,' 
and appear daily. The world, one 
would think, should have been 
'saved long ago by the sheer 
weight of numbers, if not any- 
thing else, but somehow this has 
never happened. Perhaps there 
are too 'many saviours and they 
tend to cancel each other, to the 
great loss and sorrow of' the-' 
universe. 

The most obvious and obnox- 
ious example, I imagine, is the 
religious missionary. One assu- 
mes that most religions have lit- 
tle doubt their truths are the 
only ones and all who disagree 
are damned to. perdition. This' is 
a thoroughly human and natural 
position; but when such zealots 
allow their egotism to carry them 



to a point where they are not on- 
ly willing but anxious to intrude 
in the affairs of others then fana- 
ticism becomes, as it usually does, 
a menace to man and his free- 
dom. 

Freedom is an inescapable part 
of happiness. Even the religious 
slave is happy in that he chooses 
his subservience willingly, and 
each man must be free to choose 
his own beliefs. This is difficult

Records 

. Several recent issues of Beethoven Piano Sonatas 
have interesting and divergent points of view on 
the interpretation of this composer's keyboard 
music. "The Late Walter Glesekihg recorded' most 
of the sonatas before , his- passing and thé two 
that have just been released are from Beethoven's 
so-called middle period. They are Nos. 2 and 3, 
of Opus 31. 

Both works are essentially dramatic In character 
and Gieseking gives his typically fine grained •— 
almost marble-like — polish to tho music. But if 
Gleseking's playing brings marble statuary to mind,- 
the recent reissue of the complete Beethoven So- 
natas, as recorded by Arthur Schnabel in the. 
1030's, can only conjure up massive granite struc- 
tures'. Schnabel's pla'ying was not only monumental 
in performance, It was even more impressive In 
concept.

In contrast Lill Kraus' performances of the 
Waldstein and the Sonata Op. 109 are hewn In 
.human flesh. Warm, full-blooded playing, a fe- 
minine and completely personal approach are the 
hall marks of these versions. At the opposite. ex- 
treme aro two almost anti-septic readings of early 
sonatas by Friedrich Guida, the Op. 10, Nos 2 and 3. 
Here. Guida views the drama of the music with 
complete personal detachment 

Of unusual Interest are two reissues on RCA's 
Camden label by the late :Harold Bauer. Hailed • 
in the first two decades of this century, as one of 
the. exponents of the new classicism in the inter- 
pretation of music, Bauer's performances seem 
romantic to contemporary ears. Bauer lncldently 
was the first pianist ever to record the Moonlight 
Sonata. Previously interpretations of , the first 
movement mooved at too slow a tempo to be 
recorded on one side of a 78rpm record. 

By the 'simple expedient of speeding up the 
music, 'Bauer, was '-the first : to ; get the music on one

record. The disc sold thousands of copies, earned 
him the cmnlty of rival pianists who had not fallen 
upon this solution and, lncldently, set an entirely 
new tradition for performances of this work. 

For a more romantic view of this same movement 
the Paderewski reissue, also on Camden, should 
be investigated. Paderewski was one of the great 
personalities of music in the first quarter of this 
'century. Way back in the 1800's, when he was 
giving recitals in London, George Bernard Shaw 
took several impolite swipes at him, suggesting that 
his playing had too much flame and not enough 
heat. . Paderewski never bothered to approach any 
one composer differently from another — all were 
given the same, personalized treatment. 

Also it never mattered if the left and right 
hands had varying ideas about when and where 
the beats in each measure should fall. Unfortunately 
his imitators, and pupils and they were legion, did 
not also have that sense of restraint that kept most 
of his playing within the bounds of good taste. 
Some of These recordings were made too late in 
his career to evaluate him as a technician, especial- 
ly the Chopin etudes, but the others reveal why 
be was lionized by three generations! 

Which of all these views of Beethoven most 
closely approaches the composer's view 7 All and ' 
none of them. They arc all merely different aspects 
of true works of genius, and so are valid In their 
own terms. But there is enough variety here to 
suit any listener's temperament. ,

Elizabeth Carroll is represented 
by two stories distinguished, in 
manner by deftness, sensitiveness, 
and disciplined control. In subs- 
tance they, make a striking con- 
trast The Coquette is the simple 
pattern, since it focuses on a 
single person. It consists of a ra- 
pid sketch of a young woman*!

More complex and subtle and 
rich in human intuitions is Mrs.

It is a quiet, human, perceptive 
story. There is variance between 
the wife's city ways and notions, 
and those of the country; and 
•between different aptitudes and 
temperaments. The young Wife is" 
in love with her big, inarticulate' 
husband, but even yet unable 
to feel quite secure or inured to 
the, climate among "these hard 
silent people". In this duel, the. 
mother-in-law plays à role scar- 
cely perceived by a wife (and 
seldom, emphasized in comic or 
tragic literature) of unobtrusive 
helpfulness, Under such pressu- 
res the farmer is liberalized and ; 
guided in the direction prefer- 
red by his own sounder and ge- 
nial instincts, Though, unreveal- 
ed to himself, he was known to 
his women. He was not imper- 
vious; he has an eye for beauty, 
if hot words; and so with love. 
The family history is a. flow of 
inarticulato sympathies, inter- 
rupt by brief flare-ups and an- 
tagonisms, but moving towards 
confident .mutuality. Family is a 
deep and enlightening story; it 
throws a light on significant' as- 
pects of human living; it offers 
an experience which will come 
home to many people and It is 
well and truly told. 

HOFMANN 

Greta Hofmann's The Bird- 
Healer is a yoyage into strange- 
ness, and back again. Miss Hof- 
mann's imagination is well pro- 
vided' with the moro .things in 
heaven and earth than philoso- 
phy. All this, and philosophy too 
— or at least the incitement to 
speculation which goes beyond 
the ranges fringing the common 
place platens of experience. She 
is skilled, in- taking our pedest- 
rian categories by surprise, con- 
fronting familiar obviousness 
with sudden challenging wonder. 
The Bird-Healer is a concise re- 
miniscence which calls back an 
episode' in the past, when two 
boys went on a desultory walk 
on a dry hot day toward the 
end of summer. Listless" and bo- 
red on the outskirts of the town, 
they at' last found something to 
do, rescuing a broken-winged bird 
from a' pack of children. They 
had now accepted a responsibi- 
lity, howevor awkwardly and re- 
luctantly," from which" they in 
turn needed to bo rescued. And 
so a tide of casual- circumstance 
carried them, oif into an inter- 
lude of unlmagined' discovery. In 
the strange house of Madga-Mar- 
ta experience turns suddenly over 
into wonder and challenge, be- 
comes full of obscure magic. 

The bird-healer is like nothing 
thçy have known. She inhabits 
another world, and her communi- 
cation Is strange. "I hato rela- 
tivity... I have been absolved 
from time". But though her hou- ! 



se is a shining black, her witch- 
craft is 'White and benign, her 
hospitality is kind. If the conver- 
sation is weird and enigmatic, it 
is stimulating. It teases, out of 
thought as doth eternity. The 
good witch refrains from casting 
a spell or asserting her authority. 
Lonny, the narrator's friend, who 
is' better suited for initiation into 
these mysteries, is touched into 
a partial understanding,- but sha- 
kes off his prescience and beco- 
mes a boy again. (But perhaps 
who has even half-seen and half- 
heard will never be quite the 
same again). The overtones of 
this ' story propose an ancient 
enigma, without pessimism; for 
it is no more committed to a sen- 
se of man's guilt than in James 
Brierley 's phrase to "an unac- 
knowledged redemption." It is 
a very fine and original story, 
throwing shadows of meaning. 

, CRAIG 

.Jean Carol Craig's There Are 
lio Single Causes runs to greater 
length than most in the volume, 
but calls for brief comment. This 
is not to say that it lacks distinc- 
tion; on the . contrary, it is an 
exceptionally, soundly human and 
moving tale, told with fine, skill 
and economy, with both sympa- 
thy and restraint, But the theme 
has nothing much to do with 
subtcltles; it is a simple poignant 
history. As a student, Miss Craig 



had .two special interests'— lite- 
rature and sociology. This' story 
is no case history, but it has back* 
ground of object grinding pover- 
ty. Caroline, the central figure, 
is one of a large family where 
there is no leisure or tolerance 
for reading and inviting the soul, 
where the times are always hard, 
and children must work and be 
poorly' fed and sheltered. Dreams 
live precariously, if at 1 all, < 
stolen time. Caroline is steppii 
out of childhood, and some' 
against all disadvantage, he 
pes seem to flourish. But 
dent joins with predatory mean* 
ess'to kill her; and the' effect is 
of pathos more than of tragedy. 
The branch " is broken "that . 
might have grown full straight", 
a younger sister inherits Caroll. 
ne's favourite place on the bed, 
and her habit of dreaming. This 
sensitive mature and human sto- 
ry is full of compassionate irony", 
and tenderness. 

In sum, New Voices has 
many oood voices. Young 
has done itself proud. You 
regret owning this book.
